) ‘he three first-year students blend easily walking 
with their peers across Agnes Scott's Woodruff 
Quadrangle, offering no hint of the several 

superlatives they afford the college. 

As the first and only Davis United World College 
Scholars affiliate in Georgia in its debut year, Agnes 
Scott welcomes not one, but three program participants 
to campus. 

Edwige Tia from Burkina Faso and the Lester Pearson 
United World College of the Pacific, Zamachiza “Zama” 
Mahlobo from South Africa and the United World 
College-USA and Catharine “Kate” Martella from 
Tennessee and the United World College of Southern 
Africa each started classes at Agnes Scott this year. 

Students participating in the program usually complete 
their last year or two of high school at a United World 
College campus, then move on to a Davis-affiliated col- 
lege for their undergraduate studies. The Davis United 
World College Scholars Program provides scholarship 
support for 1,100 current participating students from 
around the world to attend 76 American colleges and 
universities. 

Although these students brought several firsts to Agnes 
Scott, the big news is what they will draw from the 
Davis program. 

"As a result of becoming a Davis scholar, | have 
removed one line of worry from my mothers face and 
replaced it with a never-ending smile of pride,” Zama 
Mahlobo said recently. "| now feel even more empow- 
ered to ‘be the change | would like to see in the world’ 
because someone had enough faith in me to sponsor part 
of my education to attend college for the next four 
years.” 

Edwige Tia said her UWC experience changed her life 
and perception of the world.

Sierra Leone All-Stars Play in January 


With friends like Keith Richards 
and Angelina Jolie, the Sierra 
Leone Refugee All-Stars can play 
pretty much wherever they want. 
They've been to Bonaroo and the 
Montreal Jazz Fest, and broadcast 
performances on Oprah and CNN. 
On Jan. 23, they'll play at Agnes 
Scott—for one night only. 


Although their music is character- 


ized as a joyful, “can't help but 
dance" show,” the group emerged 
from a series of refugee camps 
that included torture and amputa- 
tion. 

A documentary that traces their 
journey from the exodus of the 


country's capital, Freetown, to a 
series of internment camps, has 
won 13 major film awards includ- 
ing “Best Documentary” for 2006 
by the American Film Institute. 

The group describes their sound 
as a blend of traditional West 
African music, roots reggae and 
classic Rhythm & Blues. 

“Their message-oriented songs 
decry the insanity of war, call out 
for social justice and wryly com- 
ment on the corruption that sur- 
rounds them,” according to their 
Web site. Ticket prices are $20 for 
the general public and $15 for 
alumnae.

The Hub will be upgraded with a sharper projection sys- 
tem to make indoor movie night a lot more vivid. 

Following lunch or dinner, students and the community 
can hike up to the third floor where new Life Fitness 
machines, yoga mats and exercise balls await, in response to 
student suggestion. Previously, some workout equipment 
was housed on the front, ground-floor sunroom; some felt a 
little exposed trying to work out, so the new location not 
only provides a workout getting to the third floor, but also 
more privacy. 

Another big, long-awaited plus is the new wireless Internet 
connection for students; the move will make cables and 
USBs history, as those with a wireless-ready computer will 
be able to log on instead of plugging in. That will soon 


include residence halls and some outside areas, too. 


Part of the network is a suite of new Mac computers avail- 
able for work and play in the Cyber Café. A Mac bar is also 
planned for the Black Cat Café. 

The Alston improvements are part of the college's long- 
term strategic plan, including a major goal to “Enhance 
Scottie Spirit.” The effort not only seeks to increase and 
spread the word about socializing on campus, but also to 
make it easier to embrace the cultural, social and business 
opportunities that our hometowns of Atlanta and Decatur 
offer. More to come on that.

Womens Leadership at ASC 


omen's leadership has been in the press a 

lot recently. Women have achieved sever- 

al new “firsts,” including the first Speaker 
of the House, president of Harvard, presidential 
front-runner, dean of a major medical school (Duke), 
and elected president of an African country (Liberia), 


At Agnes Scott, we are proud of our long history of 
educating women leaders. Our alumnae include some 
notable firsts: the first woman ordained as a minister 
in the Presbyterian church (Rachel Henderlite ‘28), 
the first woman Chief Justice of the South Carolina 
Supreme Court (Jean Toal '65), and the first woman 
to chair a financial regulatory agency, the 
Commodities Futures Trading Commission (Susan 
Philips '67), to name a few. 


Over the past year, I've had the pleasure of meeting 
several of these pioneers and many other Agnes 
Scott women, young and young at heart, who are 
making a mark on their world. At Alumnae Weekend 
we honored women for stellar achievements in 
applied mathematics, global health, community 
development and country music—proving once 
again that the answers to Agnes Scott's admissions 
theme, “Who will you become?" are as exciting and 
diverse as Agnes Scott women themselves 


One important avenue for leadership is service to 
alma mater, through which Agnes Scott women sup- 
port the college's ongoing efforts to transform 
women's lives. In April we honored Mollie Merrick 
'57 for her tireless generosity in mentoring students 
and shaping campus culture. Our reunion classes also 
demonstrated amazing leadership. The Class of 1947 
surpassed all participation records achieving a 96 
percent participation rate in their reunion gift to the 
Annual Fund. And Mollie's classmates from the Class 
of 1957 not only achieved a 94 percent participation 
rate, but also the largest-ever class gift contributed 
by living alumnae to the Annual Fund—a quarter of a 
million dollars. These levels of participation and giv- 
ing make an enormous difference to Agnes Scott, 
from our rankings to our daily operations 


By reaching out to support the next generation of 
women leaders, Agnes Scott women are helping to 
build a better world. | am proud that our Board of 
Trustees Chair, Harriet King ‘64, just received Emory 
University's inaugural “Mentoring for Leadership" 
award for her efforts to cultivate leadership skills in 
other women. It is vitally important that all of us 
continue to support women leaders so that we may 
go beyond “firsts” to a world of true equal opportuni- 
ty for women and men. An article in the June 2007 
issue of Foreign Affairs entitled “Let Women Rule’ 
underscores this point, arguing that if we had a criti- 
cal mass of women in positions of governmental 
leadership around the world, we would have less cor- 
ruption, more transparency and more effective efforts 
to resolve conflict. 


Two exciting programs at Agnes Scott are commit- 
ted to building women’s leadership skills and oppor 
tunities. The revamped Anne Register Jones 
Leadership Conference, to be held Nov. 2-3, will 
provide training in networking and negotiating from 
notable speakers and experts. And the college's new 
signature initiative, a Center for Women's Global 
Leadership, just received a $50,000 planning grant 
from The Andrew W. Mellon Foundation. This ini- 
tiative will begin to take shape over the coming year 
as a “think-and-do tank" linking the liberal arts to 
efforts to address women’s global challenges and to 
help girls and women become creative and commit 
ted global citizens

omens global leadership is the 

buzzword on campus these days 

and is taking a starring role in 
the the college's Strategic Plan. I'd like to 
share with you a couple of initiatives in 
alumnae programming underway to pro- 
mote this goal. 

An initial step in making Agnes Scott a 
central place for Women’s Global 
Leadership is the redesigned Anne Register 
Jones Leadership Conference to be held on 
campus November 2-3. What better place 
for alumnae to attend a conference on 
Women's Leadership than on that same 
campus where we initially gained those 
leadership skills that we use today in our 
careers and volunteer work. This event has 
been moved to the fall to coincide with 
Family Weekend. Featured speakers for the 
two-day event include Sara Laschever, co-

A second initiative is Reunion Boot 
Camp, a one-day event to jumpstart reunion 
planning and giving.

At the inaugural event this 
past May, 60 alumnae leaders were on hand

The 
leaders who attended found the event quite 
helpful and fun. Adele Clements ‘88, class 
president and reunion chair, said “For me it 
was a resounding success that | hope will 
continue in years to come.

Finally, our newest alumnae-to-be and 
future leaders of ASC have arrived. The 
Class of 2011 joined us on campus, Friday, 
Aug. 24, and the Alumnae Board was there 
to welcome them.

Class of 1957 saw “golden opportunity” 


Agnes Scott Joins Presidents 
Climate Commitment 


In September, Agnes Scott 
joined colleges and universities 
across the nation in a leadership 
commitment to environmental 
sustainability by becoming a 
charter signatory of the American 
College and University Presidents 
Climate Commitment. 

“The fight against global warm- 
ing is one of the central chal- 
lenges of the 21st century,” said 
Agnes Scott President Elizabeth 
Kiss. “Colleges and universities 
have a special obligation to tackle 
this issue because by doing so we 
model environmental responsibil- 
ity for the next generation.” 

By joining the initiative, Agnes 
Scott pledges to gradually elimi- 
nate greenhouse gas emissions 
campus wide. Key components 
include a full inventory of emis- 
sions within 12 months and set- 
ting a plan in place within two 
years (with a target date and 
interim milestones) for becoming 
climate neutral. 

ASC will take immediate steps 
to reduce greenhouse gas emis- 
sions and will incorporate sustain- 
ability into the curriculum and 
overall educational experience.

The college also announced the 
appointment of Susan Kidd '78, 
MAT '07, as senior adviser for 
sustainability. Kidd begins Oct. 1 
as she completes the R. Howard 
Dobbs Sustainability Scholar-in- 
Residence position at Emory 
University. 

Kidd has more than two 
decades of experience in the 
environmental field and served 
most recently as senior vice presi- 
dent for the Georgia 
Conservancy. She also holds a 
masters degree in environmental 
law from the Vermont Law 
School. 

Over the past year, Agnes Scott 
has launched the Scottie Green 
Team, initiated an energy reduc- 
tion effort, established an envi- 
ronmental resident program in 
the residence halls, partnered 
with the Flexcar program and 
promoted the use of public trans- 
portation.

’07 Graduate Awarded Fulbright 
Scholarship 


Julia Charles '07 of Myrtle 
Beach, S.C., was awarded a J. 
William Fulbright Foreign 
Scholarship to study in Slovenia. 
Her Fulbright research will focus 
on US. cultural influences on the 
Eastern European state. 

"T will be examining the role of 
American popular culture and 
English language in Slovenia 
since the end of World War II 
and in turn, how Slovenes 
engaged these Western influences 
into the shaping of their national 
identity,” she said. Charles 
earned her bachelor's in history 
and French at Agnes Scott. 

The award is contingent, among 
other criteria, upon obtaining a 
research clearance from the host 
country. 

Administered by the J. William 
Fulbright Foreign Scholarship 
Board, money for this scholarship 
is made possible through funds 
appropriated annually by the U.S. 
Congress, and, in many cases, by 
contributions from partner coun- 
tries and/or the private sector. 

Fulbright recipients have 
become heads of state, judges, 
ambassadors, cabinet ministers, 
chief executive officers, university 
presidents, journalists, artists, pro- 
fessors and teachers. Fulbright 
alumni also include 36 Nobel 
Prize winners. 


Bevier Joins ASC Board 


Pamela J. Bevier '61—professor, 
rancher, businesswoman and 
esteemed public health 
researcher—was elected to the 
Agnes Scott College Board of 
Trustees during this spring's board 
meeting. 

After graduating from Agnes 
Scott, Bevier earned her master's 
degree in 1962 at the University 
of California-Berkeley and her 
doctorate in French language and 
literature at Columbia University 
in 1976.

our years ago, the class of 1957 thought they 

had set some ambitious sights for their 50th 

reunion. [This spring they finished with triple 
their goal, an enviable 94 percent participation rate 
and $245,249 raised for the annual fund. 

While annual fund gifts are crucial to the college's 
wellbeing, the hidden dividend for the class of 1957 
was finding about 30 “lost” classmates and having 
nearly 70 percent of the graduating class come back 
for their golden reunion, said Sis Burns Newsome, 
outgoing class president. After five decades they 
were spread over 22 states and abroad. The class 
traveled from all quadrants of the country—and in 
the case of Emiko 
Takeuchi, 
Yokahama, Japan. 
Several attendees 
had not been back 
to campus since 
graduation, said cur- 
rent class president, 
Nancy Brock Blake. 
That included Millie 
Hillard of Arkansas 
who found out just a 
week before the 
reunion that she'd 
be able to come. 
Fund chair Margaret 
Hill Truesdale 
labored diligently to 
coordinate efforts 


from her home in 
California. 

During the search 
to find all the class, 
they discovered 
another unique 
record—according 
to the late Mollie 
Merrick '57, their 
class sent 19 
daughters back to Agnes Scott, more than any other 
class, Newsome said.

Their effort not only involved strategy, but also the 
power of personal entreaty. Cards, lunches, driving 
to out-of-state visits, a handwritten letter-writing 
campaign and a monthly e-newsletter compiled by 
Class Secretary Jean Price Knapp all went into a 
memorable reunion and giving that in some cases 
was sacrificial, Newsome said. 

The overriding theme was the idea the college's 
mission and history has affected generations. It was 
especially apt, given the high legacy daughter count. 
“We have drunk from wells we did not dig, we have 
rested beneath trees we did not plant,” was a proverb 
they employed often, Newsome said. 

Another powerful aspect Newsome said she'd rec- 
ommend to any class planning reunion and anniver- 
sary fundraising is inclusion—creating a true class 
effort, rather than a committee-driven effort. 

In all, 70 classmates and their guests turned their 
reunion into one of the biggest parties of Alumnae 
Weekend, Blake said. Including guests, the class of 
1957 had 100 attend their 50th reunion party. 


Initial plans were to raise $80,000, but they knew 
the round figure $100,000 sounded better, Newsome 
said. The class reached their goal a year ahead of 
their anniversary, but kept pushing until days before 
Alumnae Weekend. Along the way, a few class mem- 
bers found unique ways to honor the past and future 
of Agnes Scott. 

Elizabeth Ansley Allan is the namesake of Elizabeth 
Ansley Flake, class of 1923. Flake had willed Allan a 
sheaf of old-style Coke stock certificates, now yellow 
with age after being folded away, never redeemed or 
sold.

Hyatt also decided to return the gift early for the 
class reunion cause, with the provision that funds be 
used for the care and upkeep of her aunt's cherished 
residence hall. She's glad she did. 

“To make the gift while you're living, you get so 
much joy from it,” Hyatt said. 

Newsome said she was moved by her classmates’ 
faith in giving. 

"It touches my heart because it shows ultimate trust 
in the college,” Newsome said. “That includes some 
in our class who had been away for 50 years.” 

Their goal was not to beat other classes, Newsome 
said. 

“We were competing with our best selves,” she said. 
“Our mantra to other classes would be, ‘Do your 
best!"

Chapel On Target for Opening in Spring 


While the May Day Dell is now a construction site of 
cranes, rebar and concrete, the steel skeleton of the new 
Julia Thompson Smith Chapel is rising and so far, ahead 
of schedule to open next spring. 

The bones of the chapel give a clear idea of the how 
the brick-clad gothic arches will anchor the far end of 
the science quad. The front entry faces the brick side- 
walk between Alston Campus Center and Bullock 
Science Center. 

Some of the beams will be brick-clad and continue as 
a design element that pierces the interior of the church. 
The substantial overhang and sharply peaked roof blend 
well with the college's century-old collegiate Gothic 
architecture. 

While some excavation was required, the dell retains 
its shadow and mild sense of remove, given the trees that 
remain and the site's gentle slope. 

Progress is currently on target for the goal to open 
next spring. 

“Watching the chapel rise is exciting,” said John 
Hegman, vice president for business and finance. “It's 
going to be such a focal point for the whole campus.”

I's hard for her to pick a favorite 
prank, but the time she and others 
filled Kline's office with balloons 
on April Fool's Day wound up as a 
photo in the Atlanta Journal- 
Constitution. But then, the cam- 
paign to check out every second- 
floor library book before the 
librarian noticed was a big suc- 
cess. (The librarian did find out, 
but not until closing.)

The facility to think, shift gears, 
laugh at circumstance and keep 
learning served her well in life and 
work. 

“The world is changing so fast 
that specialization is not a good 
preparation for business,” Derrick 
said. “It's more important to be 
able to think critically and learn 
new things.” Although she was a 
history major (who later earned a 
master's in history at Rice 
University) rubbing shoulders 
with theatre majors and learning 
to write with English professors 
like Margaret Pepperdene was a 
gift, she said. 

For a young girl from Greenville, 
S.C., it was eye opening to dis- 
cover Edith Piaf by visiting the 
dorm rooms of sophisticated 
upperclass- 
women, she said. 
The “Pop-eye” 
class of 1968 had 
their most mem- 
orable class pro- 
duction, a take- 
off on "Sweet 
Charity,” written 
by playwright 
Marsha Norman 
‘69x, H ‘05, now 
a Tony Award 
and Pulitzer 
Prize winner. 

Although 

Derrick enjoyed 
and excelled in 

the business 
world, one of 
her feet 
remained firmly 
planted in the arts, something the 
liberal arts curriculum encouraged. 

Derrick is a fine watercolorist 
and well-seasoned traveler—that 
explains her plans to use her new 
free time in England and Spain to 
paint and admire the landscapes 
and architecture. She recently 
completed a class on one of the 
most challenging forms for any 
artist—human musculature. An 
outdoorist and word freak, 
Derrick’s work demands occasion- 
ally cut into her time on the ten- 
nis courts, but not her daily cross- 
word fix 

“Betty is compassionate and sen- 
sitive,” said classmate and friend 
Ann Teat Gallant ‘68. “Since 1968, 
she has been the glue that held 
our buddies together.” 

Despite four decades away, their 
class has stayed connected with 
mini-reunions, including one this 
summer in coastal South Carolina; 
everything went great until 
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Gallant was closing up the place 
and had to hack herself out of a 
stalled elevator with the fireman's 
ax inside. Retelling the story gave 
Derrick no end of pleasure, as it 
illustrated the true Scottie can-do 
spirit. 

The rest of the class heard about 
it through vivid class notes, as 
Derrick serves as class secretary. 

One class member is Dean of 
Students and Vice President for 
Community Relations Gue 
Hudson ‘68. Derrick said working 
with her former classmate has 
been a privilege and pointed out 
the huge shoulders of the DOS 
office. 

“The dean of students division 
basically has responsibility for 
everything that's not academic or 
faculty-based—from the chaplain 
to wellness to athletics to admis- 
sion. It's an extraordinary range of 
activities that affect students in 
almost every way but the class- 
room,” Derrick said. “It takes a 
tremendous amount of dedication 
and 24-hour work.” 

Hudson was equally admiring of 
Derrick’s tenure in her office. 

“Betty had the highest standards 
for Agnes Scott, and herself,” 
Hudson said. “She wanted to 
assure that we were known as the 
best college for women. 

“She's a fabulous writer who 
catches the affective component 
of writing better than anyone | 
know,” Hudson added. “She was 
very good at tying our past to our 
present to reflect our history.” 
That skill was evident in Derrick’s 
work with both student publica- 
tions, The Profile and Silhouette. 

While Derrick may not be on 
campus every day now, her 
impending 40th class reunion and 
her home in Atlanta ensures she'll 
be back often. If not, you can 
probably catch her in Chastain 
Park, walking or chasing her 
beloved (if high-strung) Border 
Collie, Scout 

Derrick feels she's leaving at a 
time of great promise for her alma 
mater. As President Elizabeth Kiss 
enters her sophomore year, 
Derrick said the new president 
brings a sense of “energy, vitality 
and a commitment to the liberal 
arts.” 

“We may need to check her 
diploma,” Derrick said of Kiss, a 
Davidson grad. “She seems like a 
Scottie to me.”

Birmingham Attorney's Career Earns Her “Lawyer of the Year" 


s a partner in the all-woman Birmingham 

firm of Crew & Howell, Wendy Brooks 

Crew '80 runs a lucrative practice as a 
lawyer board-certified in matrimonial law, often 
hired by other attorneys who know she's worth 
every penny. 

And the first case she 
argued in a 10-day federal 
court trial resulted in a 
$4.78 million verdict for 
her client, at the time the 
largest ever in the district. 

However, some of her 
most memorable cases 
involved clients who 
couldn't pay a retainer, 
many of them children. 
So it didn't come as a sur- 
prise to her friends (and 
Richard, her husband of 
20 years) when Crew was 
honored in June as 
Lawyer of the Year by the 
Family Law Section of the 
Alabama State Bar. Crew 
also serves as president of 
the Children First 
Foundation, an umbrella 
organization that selects 
and funds a variety of 
children's causes, from 
after-school and mental 
health services to a 
recently created death review board. 

Right out of Cumberland School of Law Crew 
entered the nonstop machine of juvenile justice, 
handling 30-40 abuse and neglect cases a day 
working for the Legal Aid Society. She once rep- 
resented a teenager who had stabbed her moth- 
er's common-law husband to death; Crew suc- 
cessfully argued for leniency, given the family’s 
history. 

"The ‘victim's’ family, who realized she would 
be walking out on probation, vaulted the bar and 
beat me up,” Crew said. After bailiffs pulled them 
off, she was taken to the hospital for broken ribs. 

Crew was also attorney for the Birmingham 
women’s health/abortion clinic that Eric Rudolph 
nail-bombed in 1998, killing security guard 
Robert Sanderson and maiming nurse Emily 
Lyons. 

And in 2002, Crew represented a lesbian client 
who wanted to reclaim custody of her children. 
Although she lost, the case became a flashpoint 
when “Ten Commandants” former Alabama 
Supreme Court Chief Justice Roy Moore's opin- 
ion included language that inflamed not only the 
gay community, but also a lot of straight voters. 

He implied homosexuals were not fit to parent.

“That was one of the most rewarding cases I've 
worked on,” Crew said. “I think it kept him from 
being elected governor of Alabama.” (Moore was 
defeated in the 2006 Republican primary.) 

Growing up in Montgomery, Ala., in the 
George Wallace era, 
Wendy Crew saw a lot 
that illustrated the bla- 
tant and subtle methods 
of discrimination. 
Through her legal aid 
work, she also knew the 
holes in the child wel- 
fare system. 

The Children First 
Foundation of Alabama 
aims to effect real 
change for thousands of 
the state's children least 
likely to see justice: fos- 
ter children, the mental- 
ly ill, juvenile offenders, 
and children who die 
prematurely. 

The foundation's 
annual budget (nearly 
$50 million last year) 
comes from proceeds 
from the Master 
Settlement Agreement, 
legal | compact 

between the states and 

major tobacco compa- 
nies that pays states an annual amount based on 
the number of cigarettes sold. An estimated 85 
cents of the total cost per pack goes to pay for 
the agreement. 

The Foundation’s discretion and oversight 
means that the money goes to causes that can 
make a dent in the misery level of children in a 
state ranked 48th nationally overall in the index 
of children’s welfare, according to the Annie E. 
Casey Foundation's 2007 Annual Report. 

“The number one indicator of adult criminal 
behavior is truancy,’ Crew said. " If we determine 
the reasons—often times dysfunctional families, 
improper diet, absent parents—we can address 
the cause with early money for parenting skills 
classes, respite care for overwhelmed parents, 
access to nutrition programs and tutoring and 
keep the problems from escalating to the 
inevitable criminal behavior. 

"We have these children become productive, 
tax-paying citizens rather than state inmates. 
Politicians that run on a ‘lock them up and throw 
away the key’ platform basically throw money at 
a problem while not attempting to fix the prob- 
lem,” she said. 
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One of Crew's favorite targets is wrong-headed 


bureaucracy. She recalls her case involving an 
eight-month old child with meningitis, whose 
parents skipped town with the money from com- 
munity fundraiser intended to pay medical bills. 
The child's condition was severe; now she was a 
toddler—‘and she didn't have anyone to buy her 
socks and toothpaste,” Crew said. 


A couple that tried to become her foster par- 


ents met a stone wall of government resistance. 
In order to make them foster parents, the state 
would first have to assume custody and would 
inherit her medical bills. The state refused. 


"So she was literally growing up in Children’s 


Hospital,” Crew said. The child was more than 
two years old when the courts granted custody to 
the couple, soon after terminating rights of the 
biological parents. 


In terms of children’s rights though, the land- 


mark was probably the 1991 consent decree 
resulting from a lawsuit against the Alabama 
Department of Human Resources. When an 1 1- 
year-olds parents lapsed on their utilities repeat- 
edly, child protection services removed him from 
his home. But since 11-year-old black males were 
hard to place in foster care, the state stuck him in 
a psychiatric hospital, for $600 a day, Crew said. 


“They could have paid their utilities for four 


months at that rate,” Crew said. 


The larger issue however, was the state had no 


back-up plan when it removed children and 
found no appropriate place for them. The result 
was 16 years of federal oversight, just recently 
lifted, for the state's care of “multiple needs” chil- 
dren. 


Outspoken and a natural storyteller, Crew is 


the first to admit theatricality is a gift in court 
“and | enjoy getting paid for something I like to 
do.” A sense of drama is something she admired 
in one of her favorite Agnes Scott professors, 
Jane Pepperdene, who never lectured, but pas- 
sionately infused her transfer of literary knowl- 
edge. In fact, Crew says she turned down two 
theater scholarship offers to become an ASC 
English major.

Outstanding Women of 2008 


Betty Ann Brooks '42 began working with HIV/AIDS 
patients before many people had even heard of the 
disease. Her service was not limited to the 
Decatur/Atlanta area—where for 33 
years she had a private practice as an 
obstetrician-gynecologist—but 
extended through the coastal district 
to include some of Georgia's rural 
residents least likely to receive spe- 
cialized care. This year Brooks will 
receive the Outstanding Alumna 
Award for Service to the Community. 

After leaving her private OB/GYN 

practice in Decatur in 1985, she 

moved to St. Simons Island, Ga. 

There she worked in the Coastal 
District Health Department with prenatal care, family 
planning and sexually transmitted diseases. When the 
“new disease, HIV/AIDS emerged, she found or pro- 
vided treatment and support for those patients. 

“While | was at my Decatur practice | received a 
CDC bulletin with the Weekly Mortality « Morbidity 
Report, and read about the fatalities of pneumonia in 
New York and out West,” Brooks said. “They didn't 
know the cause at the time, but later attributed it to 
HIV." 

At the time, the Coastal District Health Department 
and local physicians did not have the capability to 
treat most HIV/AIDS cases. Brooks eventually turned 
to the Medical College of Georgia in Augusta, where 
she received her doctorate, for help since it was the 
closest HIV/AIDS clinic. 

“Most physicians didn't seem interested to help,” 
Brooks said. “Thursdays were my day off and | would 
take [patients] in my station wagon—mostly men—up 
to Augusta for treatment.”

In 1991, Brooks helped establish the health depart- 
ments Ryan White Clinic for AIDS/HIV patients in 
Brunswick, made possible through a grant written by 
Brooks’ colleague Karen Chapman. 

“Brunswick was located on Highway I-95 that ran 
from Florida all the way up to New England," Brooks 
said. “The fact that the highway was there allowed us 
to have a larger clinic than the other smaller towns in 
the area.” 

The Ryan White Care Act was passed in response to 
the death of White, a hemophiliac who was diagnosed 
HIV-positive at age 13. He contracted the virus from 
a blood transfusion. The act funded programs to 
improve availability of care for low-income, uninsured 
and under-insured victims of AIDS and their families 
During the nine years at the clinic and the six years 
prior working in the sexually transmitted disease clin- 
ic, Brooks treated about 500 patients before her sec- 
ond retirement in 2000 

"| took good care of my patients,” Brooks said. “One 
time when | was buying a house and | went into the 
lawyer's office, the secretary said, ‘You're Dr. Brooks, 
you delivered me!” 

3rooks attended ASC when chapel was held every 
morning, and during social dances men were not 
allowed to dance. Gaines Chapel had yet to be built 
when she arrived. In 1942, graduates who pursued a 
career beyond marriage and motherhood were some- 
what rare. And those who did had their post-gradua- 
tion plans affected by World War II 

"Dr. McCain had told us that only 5 percent of the 
young women in the ULS. were able to go to college,” 
classmate Myree Wells Maas ‘42 wrote in her nomina- 
tion letter for Brooks.

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ASC second in the nation for graduate economic degrees 


gnes Scott College produced the nation's second 

largest number of graduates earning economics 
doctorates per capita from 1997-2003, according to a 
study published in the latest issue of the Journal of 
Economic Education. 

Only Swarthmore College graduates went on to earn 
greater numbers of economics doctorates per 1,000 
degrees awarded, putting Agnes Scott ahead of col- 
leges and universities that include Harvard, Williams, 


MIT, Princeton, Stanford and Yale. 

Agnes Scott graduates who now hold an economics 
Ph.D. attribute much of their success to the work of 
Rosemary Cunningham, Hal and Julia T. Smith Chair 
of Free Enterprise, and Edmund Sheehey, professor 


emeritus of economics. They also credited the college's 


experiential learning program, which has placed

Kiss Speaks During MLK Ceremony 
at Ebenezer Baptist Church 


resident Elizabeth Kiss spoke at the nation’s most venerated Martin 
Luther King Jr. celebration, the annual January service at the slain 
civil rights leader's home church, Ebenezer Baptist. 
Other speakers that day included former US. President Bill Clinton, 
Atlanta Mayor Shirley Franklin and Republican presidential candidate 


Mike Huckabee. 


“Martin Luther King showed us the connection between patriotism and 
dissent,” Kiss said in her remarks. “His deep and eloquent love for 


America’s vision and values .

demanded, blunt criticism of America’s moral failures—failures of 
racism, of economic injustice and indifference and of the abuse of power 


at home and abroad.” 


Both Kiss’ parents, Eva and Sandor, engaged in political dissent during 
the 1940s and '50s in their native Hungary.

Trustees Adopt Policy 
on Employee Living Wage 


Wy their inclusion of a 
commitment to provide fair 
compensation for all employees in 
“Engaging a Wider World,” Agnes 
Scott's Strategic Plan for 2014, 
the Board of Trustees reaffirmed 
the college's mission to Living 
Honorably. 

“The board sees the college as a 
‘living laboratory’ as we work out 
how we can live honorably ona 
number of fronts,” said Agnes 
Scott President Elizabeth Kiss, 
"Chief among these is providing a 
living wage for all employees.” 

The living wage policy adopted 
by the board uses the federal 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development's annual 
determination of fair monthly 
market rent for a one-bedroom 
apartment in the 24-county 
Atlanta market. 

The college has committed, if 
resources permit, to provide the 
college's lowest-paid hourly and 
monthly staff a supplemental 
increase annually over and above 
other annual increases over four 
years in order to achieve, by 
2011, the current HUD-based 
standard. The policy will be 
reassessed in 2011, and the col- 
lege will develop a new supple- 
mental increase plan in order to 
achieve the 2014 HUD-based 
standard by 2014. These increases 
will be supplemented with length 
of service salary increases, which 


become a permanent part of the 
salary. For all employees, salary 
compression issues resulting from 
these changes will be reviewed. 

College administrators are work- 
ing now to fit living wage dollars 
into the annual budget. 

“The college also has many 
other, worthy demands, all of 
which must be factored into an 
already tight budget,” explained 
Kiss. “Among these are hiring and 
retaining a highly qualified facul- 
ty; implementing a financial aid 
policy that is among the most 
generous in the country; provid- 
ing technology resources; main- 
taining the physical aspect of the 
campus; preparing students, facul- 
ty and staff for a crisis should one 
occur and providing resources in 
places such as the library and sci- 
ence facilities.” 

Additional opportunities for staff 
are being enacted. Last year, 10- 
month workers were offered sum- 
mer employment, and the 17 who 
accepted received computer train- 
ing in order to enlarge the scope 
of their summer work. 

In order to give a voice to all 
staff, formation of a staff senate is 
underway. At the suggestion of an 
alumna, and with her help, the 
college is facilitating free tax 
assistance for employees who are 
eligible for earned income, child- 
care or education credits.

students in internships across Atlanta, including the Federal 
Reserve. 

Changes Cunningham advocated and helped implement in 
the economics curriculum during the 1980s helped Agnes 
Scott economics graduates better prepare themselves to seek 
Ph.D.s, according to Sheehey and Madeline Zavodny, asso- 
ciate professor of economics and chair. 

“The main reason for the success of the college in produc- 
ing these Ph.D.s is the role played by Rosemary 
Cunningham,” Sheehey said. “On her initiative we put ina 
mathematics-economics major in the late 80s, which gave 
students the math preparation to get into grad school and to 
succeed while there. 

“Not all these Ph.D.s did that major, but they got the idea 
that they needed a substantial math component in their 
undergrad program,” he added. 

Zavodny also credits the emphasis the department put on 
writing and independent research. “In the economics senior 
seminar, students do independent research on a topic of their 
choice and begin to learn how Ph.D.s conduct research,” 
Zavodny said. 

Swarthmore earned 15.12 economics Ph.D.s among every 
1,000 undergraduate degrees awarded. Agnes Scott graduates 
were awarded 9.08 economics doctorates and number three 
Grinnell College graduates secured 9.04 economics Ph.D.s 
among each 1,000 undergraduate degrees awarded. 

Agnes Scott alumnae gave credit for their success to the 
college's economics faculty, its focus on the basics and com- 
mitment to students’ success. 

“To me, it was the guidance of the excellent faculty at 
Agnes Scott that led me to a Ph.D. education and a success- 
ful career afterwards,” said Lu Zheng, a 1993 Agnes Scott 
graduate who earned her Ph.D. in 1999 at Yale University 
and now serves as associate professor of finance at The Paul 
Merage School of Business, University of California at Irvine. 

“The professors were extremely knowledgeable and com- 
passionate about mentoring students,” Zheng added. 
“Professor Cunningham was my mentor. She is the reason 
that I was able to receive a Ph.D. education." 

Cunningham tracks each of her former students who gradu- 
ated from Agnes Scott seeking Ph.D.s in economics and 
related subjects. The list gets longer every year. 


“The individualized attention and encouragement of my 
professors helped to prepare me to go on for my Ph.D.,” said 
Amanda Swift King who graduated in 1995, earned her 
Ph.D. at Vanderbilt University in 2000 and now serves as 
assistant professor of economics at Georgia Southern 
University. “My economics professors at Agnes Scott were 
always there to point me in the right direction, and my math 
professors helped me to find economics-related projects for 
their courses and gave me economics-related examples to 
help me better prepare for my graduate studies.” 

The study authored by John J. Siegfried, professor of eco- 
nomics at Vanderbilt University, and Wendy A. Stock, pro- 
fessor of economics at Montana State University, examines 
the relationship between type of undergraduate institution, 
attrition and the time it takes a graduate student to earn an 
economics doctorate. 

Among the Agnes Scott graduates Cunningham tracks, 
most have earned their Ph.D.s within six years. 

“My Agnes Scott education gave me a strong foundation 
and prepared me academically for graduate school,” said 
Mary Matthewes Kassis, assistant professor of economics at 
the University of West Georgia. A 1991 Agnes Scott gradu- 
ate, Kassis earned her economics Ph.D. at Georgia State 
University in 1999. 

“A lot of students do not make it through the first year of 
graduate school,” Kassis said. “I believe that having profes- 
sors at Agnes Scott that took such an interest in my plans 
helped me enter graduate school prepared to succeed.” 

Among the 25 institutions of higher education that send 
the largest number of graduates on to earn economics doc- 
torates, 18 are liberal arts colleges. And graduates of liberal 
arts colleges earn their degrees more quickly and record bet- 
ter verbal scores on the graduate record examination, accord- 
ing to the study. 

Another study also found that Agnes Scott graduates go on 
to earn a high percentage of Ph.D.s in economics. 
Baccalaureate Origins 1972-2001, compiled in 2003 by the 
Higher Education Data Sharing Consortium, found that for 
the 1992 to 2001 time period, Agnes Scott ranked 13th 
when compared to all institutions. This rank places Agnes 
Scott in the top 1 percent of all institutions whose graduates 
have continued on to earn a Ph.D.

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Examining the “No-Loan" 
Tuition Revolution 


he biggest higher education story in the past 

year has been the dawn of the “no loan" age for 
lower- and middle-class students attending the coun- 
try's wealthiest private institutions. Harvard, Yale, 
Duke, Davidson, Williams and Wellesley are among 
schools that have announced new policies replacing 
institutional loans with grants for students with fami- 
ly incomes below a threshold, usually $60,000. A few 
have also put caps on the amount families with 
incomes up to even $200,000 are expected to pay 
toward their children’s education. The “no loan" revo- 
lution has been trumpeted as a great leap forward in 
providing affordable access to college. 


How should Agnes Scott respond? The truth is, we 
would love to jump on the bandwagon. But right now 
we can't. The reasons why point to what makes 
Agnes Scott special, while highlighting challenges we 
need to overcome. 

Student financial aid was the single largest item in 
this year's college budget. At $12.8 million, it’s a 
remarkable investment in college access and afford- 
ability. Indeed, our profile of economic diversity and 
our success in educating bright young women from 
diverse backgrounds should inspire envy among our 
wealthier competitors. 

According to economicdiversity.org, 27 percent of 
Agnes Scott students are eligible for federal Pell 
grants, which aid families earning less than $40,000 
annually. Compare that to 12 percent for the 
University of Georgia, 13 percent for Georgia Tech, 
16 percent for Wellesley, and 6 percent for Davidson 
and Harvard. Agnes Scott is at the forefront of 
national liberal arts colleges in our commitment to 
access and diversity. 

This achievement is especially noteworthy given 
Agnes Scott's continued record of academic excel- 
lence. Our rank of #2 (behind only Swarthmore) in 
the number of graduates per capita who earn Ph.D.s 
in economics is just one example of how our young 
alumnae excel in many fields, including those tradi- 
tionally dominated by men. 


It's also worth noting that assisting young women of 
modest family means is not new at Agnes Scott. Our 
founder, George Washington Scott, told the college's 
first president that he wanted “no girl in Decatur ... 
qualified to study in our school to be turned away on 
account of lack of money.” He instructed President 
Gaines to enroll worthy students and “charge the bill 
to me.” Colonel Scott may not have imagined ASC 
would one day attract students from China, Alaska 
and Burkina Faso. But he would be pleased by the 
generosity of our financial aid. 


The fact is, a “no loan” policy for low- and middle- 
income students is too costly for us now, given the 
college's current resources and the number of students 
of modest means we educate. This leaves us in a chal- 
lenging position in the face of a "no loan’ arms race 
among elite colleges and universities. 

What can Agnes Scott do? We need a four-pronged 
approach. First, we must raise our endowment to pro- 
vide more financial aid. It’s crucial to remain competi- 
tive in recruiting talented students of modest means. 
Second, we need to capitalize on the initiatives in our 
new strategic plan, “Engaging a Wider World," to 
generate excitement about this very special place and 
recruit more well-off students to Agnes Scott. Third, 
we need to strive for increased state and federal sup- 
port of higher education. 


Finally, we need to stress a point all too easily lost in 
the hoopla over “no loan" policies: A college educa- 
tion remains one of the best investments money can 
buy. In a recent study of women’s college alumnae 
from the 1970s to 2002, more than 95 percent said 
the financial investment they made in college was 
worthwhile. Agnes Scott remains committed to open- 
ing the doors of a first-rate college education to all 
eligible students. But our success depends on a robust 
partnership with our donors and friends, our govern- 
ment and our students’ families.

Climate Change Lobbying on Capitol Steps 


gnes Scott students got up 

early Jan. 31 to travel to 
downtown Atlanta in support of a 
nationwide teach-in on global 
warming and climate change. 
They joined students from 
Atlanta-area colleges on the 
Georgia State Capitol steps, call- 
ing for legislators to protect the 
environment by enacting appro- 
priate laws. 

They were among students from 
roughly 1,500 schools across the 
U.S. who protested, marched on 
state houses and held campus ral- 
lies to highlight green issues for 
“Focus the Nation.” (www.focus- 
thenation.org) Organizers, who 
say sustainability will be as galva- 
nizing as the civil rights and peace 
movements were in the ‘60s, are 
using political avenues to achieve 
change more quickly while land- 
ing prime news coverage. 

Heading up ASCs effort was 
Dara Satterfield, a junior biology 
major and opinion editor for The 
Profile. She was joined by other 
students and the highly visible 
Scottie dog mascot to speak 
before television and radio 
reporters. 

“I'm supposed to be in US. 
History class right now, studying 
the Industrial Revolution,” she said 
in remarks to a small crowd of stu- 
dents and reporters. “Instead, | am 
here today with other college stu- 
dents, to be a part of history,” she 
said. “To address what is the after- 
math of the industrial revolution— 
climate change.” 

“| stand here with a grave con- 
cern about climate change and 
what it means for Georgia and for 
our future,” Satterfield said. 

As a fifth-generation Georgian 
whose grandfather was a soil con- 
servation engineer, Satterfield’s 


conviction is personal. But she also 
represented the Agnes Scott com- 
munity’s intention to live up to its 
long-term strategic plan goal of an 
environmentally sustainable cam- 
pus. 

At a college-wide gathering in 
January, President Elizabeth Kiss 
highlighted the college's “Focus 
the Nation” involvement and 
emphasized the green movement's 
role in global justice. Until China 
surpassed us recently, she said, the 
ULS. was the leading emitter of 
greenhouse gases. 

She recalled U.S. Senator John 
Lewis’ observation that citizens 
have “a fundamental right to pur- 
sue a healthy life.” 

"We're at a ‘make-or-break’ period 
moment,” Kiss said. “Now is when 
we determine whether there is the 
possibility of a healthy world for 
our children and grandchildren.” 

Last fall, the college became a 
charter signatory to the American 
College & University Presidents 
Climate Commitment. As such, 
Agnes Scott agreed to complete a 
greenhouse gas emissions invento- 
ry; to integrate sustainability issues 
into the curriculum, institutional 
policies and campus life and to set 
a target date and implementation 
plan for becoming climate neutral. 

In December, the college created 
an agreement with Emory 
University’s “Cliff’ bus service 
(which uses alternative fuel) and 
signed an agreement with Zipcar. 
This service allows those who 
don't own a car, or don't drive one 
to campus, to rent a vehicle by 
increments as short as a half-hour. 

And ASC students are participat- 
ing in Recyclemania, a national 
competition to reduce waste and 
increase recycling. 


Following the Capitol press con- 
ference, students met with legisla- 
tors over lunch. 

“It was thrilling, as 1 talked to a 
senator or representative about cli- 
mate change, to at the same time 
hear so many other wonderful 
conversations around me between 
passionate students and interested 
or skeptical legislators,” Satterfield 
said. “Many of the legislators 
seemed interested in learning 
more and considering our 
requests, and some clearly already 
had a lot of knowledge about the 
issue.” 

Jill Johnson, an environmental 
lobbyist from the Georgia 
Conservation Voters group, 
briefed students on effective lob- 
bying. They stuck to three 
themes: 

« Update the state greenhouse 
gas emissions inventory in 2008 
and share the results with legisla- 
tors and the public. 

» Support working with the 
Climate Registry (Georgia is a 
member.) The Registry measures, 
tracks, verifies and publicly reports 
greenhouse gas emissions. 

« Provide incentives statewide 
for energy efficiency and renew- 
able energy. 

Overall, the message was to 
address “the extreme weather pat- 
terns of global warming that affect 
all of us,” Satterfield said. 

“Environmental problems are 
human problems,” Satterfield said 
at the rally. “We want Georgia's 
legislators to protect the future of 
Georgians so that generations 
from now, kids can still climb 
Magnolia trees, catch fireflies, 
marvel at the Appalachian 
Mountains and have the chance to 
live healthy lives.”

LIVING WAGE 
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“We are pleased to offer this ser- 
vice,” said Kiss. “This is a practical 
way we can be of assistance. And, 
it shows alumnae involvement and 
creativity to helping others.” 

Kiss noted that the living wage 
commitment is based on work 
begun during the Mary Brown 
Bullock '66 administration. Since 
discussions began in 2000 between 
a faculty member and the human 
resources director, numerous edu- 
cational opportunities and aware- 
ness events have been held, and 
the minimum wage has increased 
twice. An active Living Wage 
Campaign, driven by faculty and 
students, keeps this issue at the 
forefront. 


Of seven peer, Atlanta-area insti- 
tutions, three have Living Wage 
Campaigns. Agnes Scott is second 
after Columbia Seminary in pro- 
viding the highest entry-level 
hourly wage. 

All Agnes Scott employees 
receive the same benefits—access 
to healthcare benefits; Social 
Security benefits; college contribu- 
tion to retirement plan; paid holi- 
days, personal days, vacation and 
sick leave; educational and domes- 
tic partner benefits. 

“l am so happy we took this sig- 
nificant step forward as a commu- 
nity, putting real resources behind 
our commitment to Living 
Honorably and affirming a clear 


wage benchmark in line with the 
Universal Living Wage Campaign 
recommendation,” said Kiss. “I 
realize this is not as much or as 
fast as the Living Wage Campaign 
would have hoped, but it is an 
ambitious commitment. 

“As president, | need to ensure 
we are making progress on multi- 
ple fronts, which often means our 
progress on any one front has to 
be more incremental than we 
would want it to be in a perfect 
world. This is not to say we are 
where we want to be—we are 
committed to raising the floor.”

Chao Bridges Home, 
Adopted Countries 


s a second-generation, life- 

long educator, the path Faith 
Chao ‘61 took after leaving Agnes 
Scott bridged two countries—that 
of her native China, and the 
United States, where she immi- 
grated as a child. 

Chao, founder of the Evergreen 
Education Foundation, was hon- 
ored in 2004 with the Bill and 
Melinda 
Gates 
Foundation’s 
Access to 
Learning 
Award, 
which 
included a 
$500,000 
grant. 

This spring, 
Agnes Scott 
College will 
acknowledge 
her work with the Outstanding 
Alumna Award for Service to the 
Community. 

The Evergreen Foundation was 
established by Chao and a circle 
of Chinese and American profes- 
sionals and academics, to provide 
and expand educational opportu- 
nities for secondary school chil- 
dren in rural China. They have 
established 34 public school 
libraries, which also provide free 
Internet access to their communi- 
ties. 

Chao is using the Gates funding 
“to continue to modernize and do 
projects through these libraries 
that will have an impact on the 
lives of those in these poor and 
remote locations. So that if not 
they, at least their children, will 
have a chance in this 21st century 
to leave poverty and illiteracy 


behind.”

The foundation has also provided 
more than 400 scholarships for 
students who in many cases, 
would otherwise have had to 
abandon school. 

Following her graduation from 
Agnes Scott, Chao returned to 
China to find the school her 
mother established before their 
family left the country due to 
political pressures during the Mao 
Zedong era. What she found led 
to the development of Evergreen. 

In recent years, several former 
classmates have teamed with Chao 
in her efforts. Pamela Bevier ‘61 
has supported Evergreen libraries 
and volunteered to teach English. 
Chaos sister, Grace Chao '58, 
recently retired from IBM, is now 
an excellent fundraiser for the 
foundation. 

At ASC, Chao and her room- 
mates (Kahler and Hope Gregg 
Spillane '61) were nicknamed 
Faith, Hope and Charity,” by her 
classmates, Spillane recalled. Her 
Agnes Scott experience informed 
and shaped her life, Chao said, 
and continues to do so. 

"As the world changes, we have 
to change with it,” she said. Only 
a broad-based liberal arts educa- 
tion can prepare us so we can 
change and grow easily. | hope to 
be able to tell the present students 
how valuable my philosophy and 
Bible classes were in my life and in 
my career—not only the math and 
science courses.” 

As a mathematics professor at 
Golden Gate University, Chao 
developed online teaching pro- 
grams. Her faith (and the inherent 
adaptability of a liberal arts 
degree) allowed her to learn new 
teaching tools including HTML, 


Java Script, PowerPoint, Access 


and Excel. 

“Now | can use these tools to put 
together courses that are rich, full 
and pedagogically sound,” Chao 
said. “Teaching math is difficult 
enough; teaching math online is 
doubly so since the material is not 
text-based, but graphics-based. 
Teaching is not repeating what we 
know and have learned, but it is a 
continual learning process in and 
of itself.” 

Chao has also used those skills to 
develop a team of “barefoot librari- 
ans’ who travel the Chinese coun- 
tryside with laptops, teaching 
farmers how to cultivate high- 
profit crops by using effective fer- 
tilization and crop rotation.

Hodges named Young Alumna of the Year 


n less than a decade since graduation, Jo 

Cranford Hodges ‘00 has packed in experi- 
ence that ranges from serving as an alderman 
in her hometown to helping developing 
world communities recover from one of the 
greatest natural disasters in recent history. 
Hodges is honored this year with the Young 
Alumna Award. 

Hodges 
recently was 
appointed 
deputy direc- 
tor of Private 
Support 
Operations 
at CARE 
USA in 
Atlanta. She 
seeks funding 
from private 
sources, such 
as individu- 
als, corpora- 
tions and 
professional 
foundations. 
Among other 
things, that 
funding 
allows 
rebuilding 
and program 
development 
in countries such as Sri Lanka, post-tsunami. 

“| couldn't believe | was standing in a place 
that had such tragedy less than a year ago,” 
Hodges said of her visit to Sri Lanka. “It was 
more than just building a home, it was help- 
ing a community heal." 

CARE is an Atlanta-based, nonprofit orga- 
nization that addresses underlying causes of 
poverty to promote self-sufficiency. It focuses 
on women, who, along with children, suffer 
disproportionately from poverty. CARE has 
found this approach tends to create lasting 
change. 

“I was in Rwanda leading a group of corpo- 
rate donors, in a visit to some programming 
they sponsor focused on working with 
orphans and vulnerable children,” Hodges 
said about a trip from this past fall. “None of 
the donors had ever been to Africa before 
and were not used to seeing the conditions 
that existed in that part of the world. Their 
reactions to reach out and help the commu- 
nity and the impact of the CARE program- 
ming was truly rewarding.” 

As deputy director, Hodges provides lead- 
ership and strategy for CARE's private-sector 
fundraising team. By bridging partnerships 
with private donors, Hodges advances 
CARE's worldwide mission. 

“Over and over again we have learned, that 
if you take the time to educate a woman, she 
will educate her family and educate her com- 
munity,” Hodges said. “If you educate a 
woman to create some type of product that 
she could take to a market and sell—it may 
be something as simple as weaving a 
basket—she could sustain an incredible 
livelihood. She would be able to support her 
family and community.” 

As the youngest elected official in her 
hometown of Hapeville, Ga., Hodges is 
influential in her own community. After 
defeating an opponent with significantly 
more experience in the city, she assumed the 
role of alderman, the city council's highest 
position. During her term which ended in 


January, she restructured the city government | 


by establishing the position of city 
manager, creating an economic development 
department and improving the city’s financial 
position, and led several new initiatives 
This spring, Hodges will serve as the col- 
lege’s Ayse |. Carden Alumna in Residence. 
Hodges entered political life armed with 
experience as an active member of Scottie 
life. She earned her degree in political econ- 
omy, a self-designed major. Hodges was a 
Dana and Evans Scholar who received the

| guidance counselor from the Kern High 


Elson Award. She was also class president 
and served on Orientation Council. But the 
leader of the Blues Brothers class had her less 
than serious moments. In senior year, she sur- 
prised her first-year audience and their par- 
ents during a “Wizard of Oz" themed week- 
end.

Ellis Tenacious in Pursuit of 
New Scotties 


hen it comes to promoting Agnes 

Scott to potential students, Hazel Ellis 
'58 is as tenacious as the Scotties’ terrier mas- 
cot. A former guidance counselor in 
Bakersfield, Calif., Ellis is this year's 
Outstanding Alumna for Service to the 
College. Her unflagging support of higher 
education and her infectious school spirit are 
not only inspiring, but also effective. 

Her recruiting is especially notable in a 
county where high school graduation and 
college attendance are “among the lowest of 
all the counties in California,” said Ellis’ 
friend Mary Lou Daniel. 

After graduation, Ellis and classmate 
Margaret Woolfolk Webb '58 ventured to 
southern California's San Joaquin Valley 
school system without much formal teaching 
education. Ellis was a Spanish major who had 
taken “one education class at Agnes Scott 
that did me in,” she said in a 2004 interview. 
However, the experience of teaching junior 


high students proved to be “an adventurous 
thing to do, and Agnes Scott prepared me 
very well for it,” Ellis said. She would spend a 
number of years as a public school teacher 
before earning her master's degree in coun- 
seling in 1976. By 1999, Ellis had retired as a 


School District and was working as a guid- 
ance consultant for the district and also as a 
field representative for the Kern County 
Superintendent of Schools's Academic 
Improvement and Achievement Act grant. 
The positions allowed her to coordinate 
activities at local high schools to foster a col- 
lege-bound culture among students. 

It also provided Ellis a powerful platform to

M. Ragsdale ‘58 wrote in her nomination let- 
ter. 

Ellis was on a first-name basis with 
Associate Vice President for Enrollment 
Management and Dean of Admission 
Stephanie Balmer, and went the extra mile in 
selling Agnes Scott as “a rare educational 
institution,” said Joie Delafield ‘58. 

“Since 1995, at least 14 students have 
enrolled at Agnes Scott due to Hazel's 
involvement in the recruiting process,” 
Balmer said. 

“| realized how fortunate | was to have 
attended Agnes Scott and how special the 
college is,” Ellis said. As a guidance coun- 
selor, “l wanted these students and their fami- 
lies to be aware of the wonderful opportuni- 
ties that the college provides.” 

“While she does not leave the house daily 
cloaked in purple and white,” Mary Lou 
Daniel wrote, Ellis’ continuing efforts have 
enabled Agnes Scott to enroll a sizeable 
number of California applicants—despite its 
locale on the opposite coast of the country. 

The Outstanding Alumna Award for Service 
to the College is given to an alumna who has 
displayed exceptional service to Agnes Scott 
College. 

“Tam honored and very much humbled," 
by the award, Ellis said. 

She points to the spirit and camaraderie of 
her class as one of its defining qualities, ones 
that have persisted through decades and over 
thousands of miles. Ellis’ award this spring 
falls on her 50th anniversary class reunion.

Mitchell Recognized by Peers, 
Teachers, President Bush 


nly a few years after leaving Agnes 

Scott, Katherine Mitchell '68 was orga- 
nizing literacy campaigns in some of New 
York City's toughest districts, including the 
South Bronx. She saw the power of teaching 
a child to read, and the difference it made in 
students’ potential for success. 

Mitchell later spent nearly 30 years as an 
administrator in Alabama's department of 
education, where her work reached thou- 
sands of students. In 2007, Alabama led the 
nation in increased reading scores among 
fourth graders in the nation. The 8-point 
jump was also a record increase in the history 
of the National Assessment of Education 
Progress. Not bad for a state that historically 
ranked near the bottom. 

It was a grassroots, bootstrap endeavor that 
ultimately involved training about 28,000 
educators. Under Mitchell's direction, the 
Alabama Reading Initiative started in 1998 in 
16 schools, funded privately with $1.5 mil- 
lion. Last year the program was in 907 
schools, with $64 million in state funding. 

Mitchell is the 2008 recipient of the col- 
lege's Outstanding Alumna Award for 
Distinguished Career. 

Since her high school years in Eufaula, Ala., 
Agnes Scott has been a thread in her life. 
Her high school English and French teacher 
was an alumna who led Mitchell here. 

A classmate, B.J. Brown Freeman '66, invited 
Mitchell to attend an international education 
conference in Honolulu following her junior 
year. Brown's father was involved in the con- 
ference, sponsored in part by the Charles 
Kettering Foundation. Mitchell came back so 
enthralled that she finished her psychology 


| major at ASC and doubled up at Emory to 


obtain her teaching certificate. She later 
earned both her master’s and Ph.D. degrees 
from New York University. 

While in New York City, Mitchell was also 
a founding teacher at the Horace Mann 
Elementary School. Mitchell noted the four 
teachers chosen to get the school running 
were all women’s college alums: Agnes Scott, 
Radcliffe, Smith and Vassar, 

Among those who wrote nomination letters 
on Mitchell's behalf for the ASC award were 
not only her classmates, but also a governor 
and a US. senator. 

“It has been an honor to work with her on 
the Alabama Reading Initiative,” wrote 
Alabama Governor Bob Riley. “ It trans- 
formed the way reading is taught in 
Alabama.” 

The success of the program has made 
Mitchell a sought-after speaker nationally. 

Still, she remembered students’ individual 


success was more important than winning 
statistics on standardized tests. 
“Katherine is a servant leader,” wrote 


| Caroline Novak, president of A+ Education 


Foundation. “She makes time to visit schools 
and work with teachers and students one-on- 
one. She demonstrates her belief that all chil- 
dren can learn to read. And she helps others 


| understand and embrace that belief.” 


This February, President George Bush nom- 
inated Mitchell and five others to serve on 
the National Institute for Literacy Advisory 
Board. She currently chairs the ULS. 
Department of Education’s Reading First 
Advisory Committee. 

She retired in January as Alabama's assistant 
state superintendent of education for reading, 
and moved to Atlanta. Mitchell is proud the 
title and position, which underscore the 
importance of the reading initiative, will 
extend beyond her tenure. 

And while she's no stranger to awards, the 
college's honor is meaningful not only per- 
sonally, but also because it recognizes a K-12 
educator, she said. 

“| am sorry to say that we are generally held 
in low esteem ... my award brings honor to 
all Agnes Scott graduates who have given 
their lives to education—including those 
who are in public education and working in 
high-poverty, greatly challenged schools.” 

Mitchell believes the key to classroom suc- 
cess is equipping teachers with the tools to 
win with the most challenging students. 
Agnes Scott gave her the foundation she 
needed for the accomplishments in her 
career, she said. 

“Of all the education | received none com- 
pared with the rigor of my years at Agnes 
Scott,” Mitchell said. “I learned to think, to 
write, to solve problems and to persevere. | 
learned how to focus on what matters most 
and to keep the main thing the main thing.” 

She also cherishes the award because her 
friends from Agnes Scott “are still my closest 
friends,” she said. “And when | meet alums, 
whatever their age, there is an immediate 
connection. 

“Agnes Scott graduates share a response to 
intellectual challenge. We seek!" she said. 
“More importantly, we believe that there are 
things worth seeking! My work is worship; it 
is a response to a calling to make the world a 
better place.”

member of Parliament, later jailed and tor- 
tured by both the Nazis and the 
Communists before the family immigrated 
to the US. 

Kiss, “their American kid,” was raised 
knowing the value of freedom to criticize 
those in power. Her father greatly admired 
King, she said. 

“He showed us the connection between 
criticism and hope—demonstrating that an 
honest acknowledgment of the scars of 
slavery and segregation—and of the corro- 
sive influence of white privilege on the 
structures of wealth and opportunity in this 
country as well as on the psyches of both 
white and black Americans—was not only 
compatible with, but necessary for, 
progress toward racial reconciliation and a 
beloved community in which we can all be 
judged by the content of our character, not 
the color of our skin," she said. 

Kiss also noted Coretta Scott King’s hero- 
ism, sometimes overshadowed by her hus- 
bands. 

"As a child, Mrs. King walked five miles 
every day to go to school,” Kiss said. “I see 
a similar determination every day at Agnes 
Scott among so many of our students of 
color and first-generation college students,” 
she said. 

“Yet the education gap in our country 
continues to blight young people's futures, 
especially in poor urban and rural commu- 
nities. Today, when education, and increas- 
ingly a college education, is the passport to 
a life of security and dignity, we need to 
find the policy tools, the resources and the 
cultural capital, to truly open the doors of 
college to every child in America.”

country of Benin, a gift of 30 

laptops from Agnes Scott (oth- 
erwise destined for recycling) has 
revived a technical institute. It also 
earned us affection and “sister’ 
school standing. 

Assistant Professor of 
Anthropology Doug Falen has 
traveled to Benin several times 
since 1996. During a two-year stay 
for doctoral research from 1998 to 
2000, he met and befriended 
Félicien Agonse, director of a 
computer training school in 
Bohicon. Just before Falen headed 
back to the states, Agonse was 
involved in a terrible motorcycle 
accident. 

“He's lucky to be alive,” Falen 
said. “His friend who was also on 
the motorcycle was killed.” 
Agonse remained in a coma fora 
few weeks and still limps despite 
subsequent surgeries. While 
Agonse was recovering, much of 
his school’s equipment was stolen 
and eventually, the school shut its 
doors. 

In summer 2006, the two men 
reconnected when Falen returned 
for a two-month research visit. 

“| was so moved by his predica- 
ment that | told him I'd see if there 
was anything | could do for him 
when | returned to the states,” 
Falen said. After collaborating 
with the information technology 
department and college adminis- 
tration to arrange the donation of 
used laptops, Falen spent about 
$1,000 of his own money to ship 
the laptops in spring 2007. 

“The computers allowed me to 
reopen the school,” Agonse said 
via e-mail recently. He has already 
repaid Falen.

"My ultimate goal in creating this 
school is to completely involve 
our fellow citizens in this type of 
training, to raise their academic 
level and their learning ... so they 
can make a living after receiving 
their diploma," he said. He offers 
diploma programs in word pro- 
cessing/data entry, transit/customs 
training, computer maintenance 
and civil engineering. 

"It was just at the stage when the 
civil engineering program was tak- 
ing shape, that I was hit," Agonse 
said of his accident in 2000. At the 
time, he had 70 students. 

“| was in the hospital recovery 
room for three months where | 
was unable to recognize anyone; | 
was aphasic for months, and I lost 
sight of the school’s progress 
between 2000 and 2002,” Agonse 
said. 

The school now has seven stu- 
dents. “As far as | know he has no 
governmental assistance, but has 
reconstituted the school largely on 
his own efforts,” Falen said. 

The two stay in touch via e-mail 
and the occasional phone call. 

"| heard from him today,” Falen 
said recently. “He's asking about 
how to get hold of more comput- 
ers.” Falen is seeking funding to 
return to Benin this summer. 

He hopes the schools’ alliance 
could develop beyond donating 
computers. 

“I wonder if there's a possibility 
of a more long-term relation- 
ship—for example, we could send 
our students for a service-learning 
project, where they would go and 
teach computer skills to Beninese 
students, and live with Beninese 
families,” Falen said. 


An ASC Global Awareness group 
led by Professors Philip Ojo and 


Julia Knowlton went to Benin in 


summer 2006, and Falen joined 
them for the day in Abomey. 

Falen was drawn to Abomey 
because of its pre-colonial promi- 
nence as the capital of the king- 
dom of Dahomey, conquered by 
the French in 1892. It was the cen- 
ter of the Fon ethnic group. While 
Benin has more than 30 ethnic 
groups and languages, Fon is the 
principal group (to which Agonse 
belongs). 

“They speak the Fon language 
and have traditionally been farm- 
ers and local traders,” Falen said. 
“Many today are Christian, 
although the traditional religion 
(known as Vodun) is a polytheistic 
religion.” Vodun was the precursor 
to Voodoo. “Slaves from this 
region in West Africa were trans- 
ported to Haiti, Brazil and other 
areas, transporting their religion 
with them,” he said. 

Agonse, now 40, also has a 
degree in theology. 

“| chose to open the school 
because of my ambition to raise 
students’ academic level through 
the latest technologies,” he wrote. 
“Having received a technical and 
theological education, | always 
wanted to work toward the educa- 
tion of the human person.” 

After classes resumed, Falen 
received an outsize thank-you 
note from Agonse. 

Over the newly reopened 
school's door is a banner in French 
that prominently names Agnes 
Scott College, “Partenaire 
Université Americaine’— 
American University Partner.

Franklin Calls Grads to 
Work for Political Change 


oting the similarities between 

1968, the year Shirley Franklin 
graduated from college and today, 
Atlanta's first woman mayor called 
on Agnes Scott College graduates to 
get involved in the political process 
to effect social 
change. 

Franklin earned 
her degree in 
sociology from 
Howard 
University in 
Washington, 
D.C. in 1968. In 
that year and 
now, wars raged 
in distant places, 
presidential 
candidates of 
markedly dif- 
ferent political 
and demo- 
graphic stripes were vying for 
nomination, and young people 
seemed key to the nation's politi- 
cal and social future, she said. 

The mayor quoted anthropolo- 
gist Margaret Mead to sharpen the 
focus of her message to the gradu- 
ating class of this liberal arts col- 
lege for women observing its 
119th commencement: "Never 
doubt that a small group of 
thoughtful committed citizens can 
change the world. Indeed, it is the 
only thing that ever has." 

"If there was ever a time in 
American history that epitomizes 
young people leading our nation it 
was the 1960s," Franklin said. 
"History confirms that students, 
young people, men and women, 
stood up and spoke up for women, 
for African-Americans, for peace, 
for freedom of speech. 

She noted that this year a similar 
phenomenon is occurring. "More 
than 5.7 million voters younger 
than 30 have participated in the 
political primaries so far this sea- 
son—a 109 percent increase from 
the 2004 presidential campaign," 


Franklin said. 

Franklin was one of two women 
recognized by Agnes Scott for 
their public service and activism. 
The Agnes Scott College Board of 
Trustees awarded honorary doc-

torate of laws degrees to Franklin 
and to Elizabeth Wilson. Twenty 
five years ago Wilson became the 
first African American elected to 
the Decatur, Ga. city commission 
and 15 years later became the 
city's first black mayor. 

By simply walking into the 
Decatur branch of the DeKalb 
County Public Library in 1960s 
and asking for a public library 
card, Wilson initiated the move- 
ment that would ultimately deseg- 
regate most public institutions in 
the county. As the first woman 
mayor of Atlanta, Franklin has 
built a record of achievement in 
her two terms unrivaled by the 
men who preceded her, said 
President Elizabeth Kiss. 

"Mayor Franklin talked about 
how every generation faces the 
challenge of leadership. Each of 
these women, representing two 
different generations of leadership, 
stood up for the challenge," Kiss 
said.

Why choose a woman's college? Agnes Scott's admission 
counselors know it can be difficult to get college-bound 
young women even to consider attending a single-gender 
institution. But a major research study released this spring 
offers powerful new evidence for why womens colleges are 
a smart choice. 

The study, commissioned by the Women's College 
Coalition and conducted by the research firm Hardwick- 
Day, is based on almost 2,000 interviews with a random 
sample of alumnae from the classes of 1970 through 1997. It 
compares the responses of women’s college graduates to 
those of women who graduated from coed liberal arts col- 
leges, flagship public universities, and other public and pri- 
vate institutions. 

The results are clear and consistent across all three decades 
in the sample: women’s colleges cultivate leadership, learn- 
ing, and life skills at higher rates than do their coeducational 
counterparts. 

One of the most striking findings is that graduates of 
women’s colleges are much more likely to earn a graduate 
degree. Fifty-three percent of the women's college graduates 
surveyed had completed a graduate degree, compared to 38 
percent of coed liberal arts college alumnae and 28 percent 
of alumnae of flagship public universities. 

What might explain this difference? | noticed three 
intriguing themes within the survey results. First, women’s 
college alumnae consistently gave higher ratings to the 
learning environment at their school, as follows:

Every college in the country promises to educate students 
for lifelong learning, leadership, and moral and civic respon- 
sibility. This study shows that women's colleges deliver on 
that promise. 

Moreover, at a time when parents, pundits, and legislators 
are raising questions about the cost-benefit ratio of a college 
education, it’s worth noting that while a higher percentage 
of women's college alumnae reported having taken out loans 
to help cover the cost of their education than did alumnae 
of public institutions, an astonishing 99 percent of the 
women’s college graduates surveyed said that their loans 
were a good investment.

association with the Georgia 
Center for the Book. After a press 
conference at the Decatur Library 
and autographing 803 books in 
an hour, Walters decided to take 
the scenic route to campus and 
declined the SUV reserved to 
drive her. Instead, she strolled the 
mile or so, with a small 
entourage, on a warm spring 
evening. 


Shortly after 8 p.m., Walters 
took the stage for a sit-down chat 
with WSB-TV reporter Jovita 
Moore. She declined, however, to 
have the cameras roll for the 
entire interview. 


landed first. Fidel Castro took 
years to come around, but it final- 
ly paid off. For her Nixon inter- 
view, she prepared about 300 
questions. 


But she also was the first to 
interview Monica Lewinsky, 
whom Walters recalled somewhat 
wistfully, noting that the young 
Clinton White house intern didn't 
want money for her appearance, 
which turned into the most- 
watched news special ever. 


“She is the only one who is still 
suffering,” Walters noted. 
“Everyone else has moved on.” 


“What a life I've had—I only wish I had taken more time to 


enjoy it.” 


The appearance came within a 
week after Walters told Oprah 
Winfrey that she had an affair 
with married Congressman Ed 
Brook, the nation’s first black sen- 
ator, who represented 
Massachusetts in the 1970s. 


Although she is known for her 
celebrity interviews, Walters 
reminded the crowd, hard news is 
how she achieved a remarkable 
string of firsts—including first 
female news anchor. Presidents 
and foreign policymakers includ- 
ing Henry Kissinger, Jimmy 
Carter and the first live post- 
Watergate interview with Richard 
Nixon were among those whom

College to Complete First Greenhouse Emission Survey 


AS Scott College will cross a major milestone to 
create a sustainable future when it reports its first 
greenhouse gases inventory this September. 

Among the first group to sign the American College & 
University Presidents Climate Commitment in 
September 2007, Agnes Scott will mark the one-year 
anniversary by completing and reporting its inventory 
of greenhouse gases, which help the earth maintain its 
warmth but may also contribute to the phenomenon 
known as global warming. Reporting the inventory 
due Sept. 15—marks the end of year one in a two-year 
process that calls for completion of an action plan for 
climate neutrality at Agnes Scott, which ACUP recom- 
mends be evaluated and updated every two years 
Roughly 500 institutions are expected to file reports by 
the September deadline 

That's really our number-one priority for the sum 
mer—to get the inventory complete and reported,” said 
Susan Kidd '78, sustainability director for Agnes Scott 
Project faculty adviser John Pilger, William R. Kenan |r 
Protessor of Biology, is working closely with Kidd to 
ensure the inventorvs accuracy

Scott President Elizabeth Kiss and Kidd worked with 
students, staff, faculty and alumnae leaders committed 
to fighting the effects of global warming to organize 
the college's sustainability advisory committee

War II, was especially pleased with 
the design and location of the 
memorial. It sits on a high bluff 
overlooking the Pentagon and the 
Mall and adjoins Arlington 
Cemetery.
